Renschen, business representa- 
tive, estimated that more than 
500 clerks were out of work 
as a result of the strike. 


Chain Stores Call Conference. 


Representatives of other chain 
stores called a special meeting 
to discuss the strike situation. 
In a 1957 strike of meatcutters 
azainst National Food Stores, all 
chain stores closed their doors. 

Roland Maurath, ‘management 
spokesman, announced before 
the management meeting that 
the other stores had not decided 
what action would be taken in 
event of a strike against one 
chain. 

Maurath is director of Mis- 
souri-Illinois Food Distributors, 
Inc. 

Spokesman for two small chain 
store companies, Schnuck Mar- 
kets and the A. Moll Grocer Co., 
said their stores would remain 
open during the A & P strike. 

The A &»P announced its 
stores will close at 6 p.m. today 
instead of the usual 9 p.m. 
Stores will be reopened wher- 
ever possible tomorrow morning 
with. supervisory -employes, a 
spokesman said. 

No immiediate rush of meat- 
buying was anticipated because 
all stores have supplies of meat 
already cut and packaged. 


1800. at Meeting. 


About 1800 members of the 
Meatcutters Union, all employes 
of chain stores, attended the 
meeting at St. Louis House this 
morning. After «= 25-minute 
session most of the union mem- 
bers left. 

Then Blasie met with A & P 
employes. The meeting lasted 
more than an hour. 

Blassie said the union and 
company had been unable to 
agree on how much meat was to 
be cut and how many hours 
were to be devoted weekly to 
meat cutting. 

Blassie said the union is seek- 
ing a clause in the new contract 
which would give it some control 
over production. Companies now 
have “exclusive and unilateral 
control,”’ he stated. 

The union meeting was called 
after negotiations with the com- 
panies. were broken off lat 
yesterday afternoon. 

Blassie said he will attempt 
to contact company representa- 
tives later this week in an effort 
to resume negotiations with the 
other chains.

Kennedy repeated his stand on 
the Vice Presidency, saying: ‘I 
am not going to run for Vice 
President under any condition.” 

He said this decising was not 
related to the Catholic issue, 
which he described as “‘over- 
rated.” He explained that “‘any- 
one who is running for Presi- 
dent and says even in his: own 
mind that he would accept sec- 
ond prize—that’s what he’s going 
to get.” 

Kennedy questioned Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s press conference remark 
yesterday that he knew more 
‘about defense than almost any- 
body else in the country.

He said the Soviet Union also 
plans to quit production of 
manned bombers and equip its 
air force almost entirely with 
rockets. 


The Soviet Premier told a spe- 
cial session of the Supreme So- 
viet, the parliament of the So- 
viet Union, that Soviet armed 
forces currently stand at 3,623,- 
000 men, and the new cut will 
bring them down to 2,423,000. 

(Western. experts last spring 
figured the Soviet Union and its 
European satellites had 3,200,000 
men under arms, as compared 
with 3,365,000 in the . United 
States and its allies of the North

“At that time the Soviet Union 
did not have that bomb yet,” he 
said. “The Soviet Union was 
compelled to increase the 
strength of its troops inorder to 
strengthen its defense against 
possible provocations.” 

Now, he said, Russia had out- 
stripped the West and was ‘“‘sev- 
eral years” ahead in the design- 
ing and production of intercon- 
tinental ballistic missiles. 

“The Soviet Union has now 
accumulated enough atomic and 
nuclear weapons,” he said. 
“Since no agreement has yet 
been reached with the Western 
powers over. the cessation of 
atomic and nuclear weapon pro- 
duction, we are compelled to 
continue this production. 

“We have a powerful rocket 
technique; the air force and the 
fleet have already lost their pre- 
vious importance. We have al- 
ready decreased the production 
of bombers and will stop it al- 
together. Our military aviation 
will be almost entirely rockets. 

“The Soviet army wields such 
means.of warfare and such fire- 
power as no other army has 
ever had.”

Walker told Ableman the city 
of East St. Louis was committed 
by ordinance to oppose the new 
bridge, because a toll-free span 


‘would hinder paying off. the 


$13,000,000 in outstanding revenue 
bonds of the East St. Louis- 
owned Veterans Memorial bridge. 
This structure is less than a mile 
north of the proposed bridge. 

Brooks said traffic studies had 
indicated that the Poplar street 
location was far inferior to a 
location farther south * in the 
area between Carroll street and 
Chippewa street—on the basis of 
future needs. 

Brooks said also that the cost 
of a bridge at Poplar street 
would be excessive — in the 
neighborhood of $42,000,000 in- 
cluding right-of-way and express- 
way extensions. By contrast, he 
pointed out, it was estimated 10 
years ago that a bridge near 
Cherokee street would cost only

He ridiculed claims the Soviet 
Union might violate a test bar 
agreement and said that instead 
of using this as a pretext, such 

_ American-circles “should state 
it frankly, if they are against the 
barring of: tests.” 


“Now it is quite clear,” he 
told the applauding delegates, 
“that the United States of 
America is not the world’s most 
powerful military power. We are 
not trying to sweat anybody but 
these are the facts.” 

Khrushchev declared the best 
policy for the Soviet Union to 
follow at this time is to work for 
the fastest possible liquidation of 
the cold war. 

“Nevertheless,” he warned, 
“never in the past has our de- 
fense been so strong as it is now. 
The international position of the 
Soviet Union is also as strong as 
ever, and the authority of the 
Soviet Union is as strong as 
ever.” 

He denounced New York Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, former 
President Truman and_ former 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 

* as a “trinity opposed to the end 
of the cold war.” 

He said, however, that. their 
views are no longer popular with 
the American people. 

Signs of Lessened Tensions. 

Khrushchev described the ‘‘to- 
tal trend”’ in international affairs 
as one of lessening of tension. 
He said his agreement with 
President Eisenhower, French 
President De Gaulle and British 
Prime Minister Macmillan to 
bein the first of a series of sum- 
mit conferenees in Paris May 16 
was an important sign of this. 

“We are deeply convinced that, 
having a mutual desire to settle 
all disputed questions, one may 
come to an agreement,” he de- 
clared. 

“There are many such ques- 
tions; for example, disarma- 
ment, the signing of a peace 
treaty with Germany,’ settlement 
of the Berlin problem, baring 
of atomic and nuclear weapon 
tests and general relations be- 
tween East and West. 

“"These are just the questions 
submitted by us for considera- 
tion at a summit conference.” 

He also announcel. that he 
had accepted invitations to visit 
in India, Burma and Afghani- 
Stan, during his trip next month 
to Indonesia. 

Growth of Industry. 

In his extended review of the 
Soviet domestic scene, Khru- 
Soviet domestic scene, Krush- 
chev said Soviet industry has 
rapidly than that of the United 
States in past six years. 

Economic indices of both in- 
dustry and agriculture, he said, 
“show that we are successfully 
solving the task of overtaking 
and surpassing the United States 
ih per capita production.” 

He quoted these figures on the 
growth of industrial production 
in the Soviet Union and the Unit- 
ed States in 1959 compared with 
1953—up 90 per cent in Russia, 
up only 11 per cent in the United 
States. Soviet per capita produc- 
tion increased 71 per cent, he 
said, but America’s was up only 
0.3 per. cent. 

* Charting achievements during 
the year, he gave these figures: 
‘Industrial production: up by 
more than 11 per cent, instead 
of the 7.7 per cent increase fixed 
in the plan; nearly 50 billion 
rubles worth of goods produced 
over the target, more than the

Khrushchev said the M.V.D. 
was abolished “mainly for the 
sake of further’ development of 
socialist (Communist) democ- 
racy, for the sake of an increase 
in the role of the public in the 
preservation of the socialist or- 
der.” He said a lesser aim is 
to cut state running expenses. 

The Premier wore a dark suit 
with medals in both lapels. Mrs. 
Nina Khrushchev, wearing a 
smart black suit, had a chair 
in the aisle on the right side of 
the hall as her husband spoke.

The German Reich party, a 
group dedicated to the national- 
istic, principles espoused by 
Adolf Hitler, operates openly in 
West Germany. The party is 
well financed, but has virtually 
no political power. 

Two party members seized 
nearly a month ago for defacing 
a Cologne synagogue on Christ- 
mas eve—the incident which trig- 
gered the world-wide outbursts 
of swastika smearings — were 
charged with “damaging a 
church and a (Jewish) memorial 
for the dead” and with “using 
symbols of Nazi organizations.” 
Trial Next Month. 


A spokesman for Cologne’s 
chief prosecutor said Arnold 
Strunk, a laborer, and ‘Paul’ 
Schoenen, a clerk, will be tried 
early next month. The Reich 
party, which denies anti-Semitic 
tendencies, disowned both men 
after they were caught. 

At daybreak West Berlin police 
began a house-to-house search 
for 29 members of two youth 
groups outlawed as neo-Nazi. 
The police raided with search 
warrants, but they had to wait 
until daylight under a postwar 
law that came into being as a 
reaction against police terror in | 
the midnight hours. 

Fifteen members of the out- 
lawed National Youth of Ger- 
many and the Federation of 
German Students already are be- 
ing held on charges of neo-Nazi 
activity. So far there has been 
no evidence made public linking 
these groups directly with the 
splashing of swastikas and anti- 
Jewish slogans in West Berlin 
and Germany. 

In Frankfurt, a court yester- 
day sentenced two young men to 
three weeks in jail for smearing 
swastikas and ‘‘Heil Hitler’ on 
a United States Army truck. The 
United States Army also fired 
two from ‘their jobs as me- 
chanics. 

Anti-Nazi Movie in Britain. 
“In Britain, 400 theaters are 
showing today for the first time 
a movie on the horrors of Nazi 
concentration camps. The docu- 
mentary film was sent to about 
1700 movie houses in 89 coun- 
tries, including West Germany.

tion. 

The announcement omits tay 
mention of the Politburo or par- 
ty presidium of which Kirichen- 
ko has been a full member since 
1955. 

SOVIET EXPERTS here see 
two possible explanations. One is 
that Kirichenko’s removal from 
Moscow is the act of a tough, 
hardboiled administration which 
is insisting on performance with- 
out regard for personal ties or 
friendship. 

The second is that it is the 
act of a tyrant who requires 
whipping boys for harvest diffi- 
culties in Kazakhstan and for 
latent nationalisms that have 
been plaguing non-Russian re- 
publics within the Soviet Union. 

So far these experts lean 
toward the first explanation but 
they feel Kirichenko’s downgrad- 
ing may be the initial move in 
a new phase of the almost per- 
manent bureaucratic shuffling 
that: has marked Khrushchev’s 
rise to power in the Kremlin. 

Until now Khrushchev has 
been settling scores mostly with 
his enemies or potential oppo- 
nents.. Now in his devotion to 
the seven-year plan with its high 
targets he is mowing down his 
friends as well. 

KIRICHENKO PROBABLY 
has’ been more closely , associ- 
ated, over a longer period} with 
Khrushchev than any other So- 
viet leader. He became right- 
hand man for Khrushchev in the 
Ukraine and during the war the 
two were often pictured to- 
gether. 

When Khrushchev went to 
Moscow in 1953 Kirichenko suc- 
ceeded him in control of the 
important Ukrainian party or- 
ganization. Two years later, he 
was brought to Moscow. 

He obviously had great power 
but was almost inaccessible to 
foreigners. He was believed to 
have been in charge of Commu- 
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nist party cadres in non-Russian 
republics. 

His differences with Khrush- 
chev apparently go back - for 
pate time and, one expert sug- 

ested, he may have told the 
Kremlin boss to “stop acting 
like a little Stalin.” At any rate 
Kirichenko has not been much 
in the public eye since the last 
party congress a year ago.

It is regrettable that he did not use the 
same appeal to reason in his handling of a 
question that implied criticism of the Admin- 
istration’s defense program. Instead, he heat- 
edly reverted to a method he has used several 
times—an emotional plea for the public to 
recognize authority and remember that the 
President has devoted his life to military 
affairs. | 

It does not clarify matters or instill confi- 
dence to call for blind faith in “big brother.” 
The President, like anyone else, should state 
reasons for what he does or intends to do, 
and stard or fall by the persuasiveness of his 
case. The evidence which contradicts his 
cleim that all is well with our defense is far 
more persuasive. And if any more evidence 
of shortcomings were needed, the impending 
Soviet rocket tests in the Pacifie present it 
in dramatic form. For they will undoubtedly 
show again what a long lead the Russians 
have in rocket engine thrust. 

The Russian announcement does present 
the proposed ;tests as- though they had no 
military implication, but space and missile 
rocketry are indivisible. Our largest rocket 
is the Atlas with 360,000 pounds of thrust as 
compared to the Soviet space missile with a 
thrust estimated by our scientists at 600,000 
to 800,000 pounds. It is expected to be more 
than two years before we can surpass that fig- 
ure. But, on the basis of their notice, the 
Russians are about to achieve even bigger 
missiles, 

The notice from Moscow should be‘accepted 
not as something to be protested against but 
as a new and forceful reminder that our 
missile and space progtam is far from what 
it should be. Specifically, this notice should 
be taken as compelling evidence for speeding 
up our giant Saturn project which has been 
starved for funds. Wernher von Braun, one 
of the top missile experts of the world, has 
urged for months that $240,000,000 be ap- 
propriated in the coming fiscal year for 
Saturn but only $140,000,000. has been al- 
located in the budget draft. With the larger 
sum, the Saturn, which will have 1,500,000 
pounds of thrust could be ready in 1962 
instead of 1963 or 1964, Saturn is but one of 
many ready examples of how the budget 
fetish is put ahead of our space and missile 
program, Is it any wonder that the adequacy 
of the nation’s defense and space program is 
seriously doubted? 


It will be a stunning blow to our prestige 
all over the world if the Russians’ Pacific 
venture leads to more spectacular space suc- 
cess while we content ourselves with dragging 
along in the also-ran category. 


A Raw Decision -- 


The St. Louis School Board ought to reverse 
its unfortunate decision to spend $8700 more 
on two maintenance projects than its own 
technical expert says is necessary. While the’ 
amount in question is relatively small, the 
principle of prudent use of tax money is of 
paramount importance, . 

The decision was “justified” by a set of 
figures that were so obviously in error as to 
suggest they might have been out-and-out 
fakes. Board Member Donald L. Carpenter 
produced them, and a majority of his col- 
leagues fell all over themselves accepting 
them. * 

Mr. Carpenter was attempting to rebut a 
study by Building Commissioner Harold E. 
Dessau of costs of having school employes 
resurface blackboards in 16 schools in 1957 
and 1958. The cost according to Mr. Dessau 
was 53 cents a square foot. He recommended 
the work be contracted to a Detroit firm that 
agreed to do it for 33 cents. 

Mr. Carpenter argued that the Board's em- 
ployes actually had done the work for 30 
cents a square foot. He arrived at this an- 


-swer by dividing the cost of the project by 


the total number of square feet of. blackboard 
space in the 16 schools—much of which was 
not resurfaced at all. He might just as well 
have thrown in the total blackboard space in 
the whole city. Mr. Dessau’s figures, of course, 
were based on the number of square feet 
actually resurfaced. 


The Board’s action is hardly the way to pre- 
pare public opinion for the March school tax 
election. Perhaps Mr, Carpenter, Mrs. Irma 
Friede and some of the others don’t care. But 
surely that is not the attitude of a member 
like Oscar A. Ehrhardt. Mr, Ehrhardt was 
absent when this decision was made and per- 
haps he will feel inclined to lead in reversing 
it. He ought to. 


Two Great Britons 


Thomas Babington Macaulay was one of 
those marvels among men. He was reading 
adult books at the age of three. By six he 
was trying his hand at writing world history. 
What he read seemingly impressed itself in- 
delibly in his memory. Had all copies of 
such classics as “Pilgrim’s Progress” and 
“Paradise Lost” been destroyed the son of 
Britain’s early foe of slavery and a Quaker 
mother who loved books could have repro- 
duced them out of his mind. 


No historian before or since has known 
Macaflay’s popularity. His essays and vol- 
umes of, English history down to 1700 sold 
like fiction. Critics contended that is just 
what they were. Skilled as few novelists in de- 
scribing an event or telling a story, he “wrote 
of England as Homer wrote of Troy.” One 
tribute he valued above those which flooded 
from critics and authors and public figures. 
It came from factory workers in industrial 
Manchester. An avid reader of Macaulay 
decided to share his enjoyment of the his- 
torian’s work. So he invited illiterate work- 
ingmen to his home each night and read aloud 
page after page of Macaulay’s writings. The 
workers were enthralled. When the book 
was finished, they asked their host to send 
a letter of appreciation to the author “for 
having written history which working men 
can understand.” »

Joining route A in the county with route 1 in 
the city will cost about $83,000,000, while 
other possible routes would have cost up to 
21 millions more. 

The route chosen is one of the shortest. At 
14.4 miles, it is shorter than 12 other possible 
routes and only seven tenths of a mile longer 
than the shortest. 

The route will displace 2866 homes—but 
two somewhat shorter routes advocated by 
Webster Groves residents would have dis- 
placed 3125 homes. 


Neighborhood dislocations, which are in- 
evitable wherever an urban highway goes, 
are reduced even in Webster Groves by. fol- 
lowing the Frisco railroad right of way, In 
St. Louis, the route largely pursues transit 
rights of way and is “least disruptive to 
residential neighborhoods,” as the City Plan 
Commission found. In fact, the route should 
provide a buffer between industrial and resi- 
dential neighborhoods in the city. — 

Both as an urban expressway and as a fed- 
eral cross-country highway for which the Fed- 
eral Government pays 90 per cent of the 
cost, Interstate 44 should be a direct route. 
And it should be capable of serving local traf- 
fic demands from both sides. The choice 
meets these requirements. 

Apparently acquisition of property for the 
new highway may not begin for five years. 
But bitter experience shows that five years 
is little enough to settle preJiminary political 
problems before the dirt can fly. St. Louis 
and St. Louis county residents .will have to 
learn to live with the Interstate 44 decision, 
and their governments would be well advised 
to act upon it without delay. 


Protest to Cuba 


Cuba’s revolutionary leaders ought to ac- 
cept the mild United States protest over land 
seizures as a measure of their own rather than 
of North Américan intentions. 

It was Premier Fidel Castro’s stated inten- 
tion to expropriate large land holdings ac- 
cording to procedures specified by his Agrari- 
an Reform Act, and to pay fairly for seized 
property with 20-year bonds. The United 
States note complains that American-owned 
properties have been seized without court 
orders, sometimes without any written au- 
thorization, with no inventories of the proper- 
ty or receipts for it and no suggestion of 
repayment. So far such seizureg have cost 
Americans five to six million dollars in 
damages. 

In brief, Washington protests that the seiz- 
ures were illegal under Cuban as well as in- 
ternational law. This is not a protest against 
expropriations, or against the objectives of 
the Cuban. revolution. Cuban leaders well 
know that the United States accepted expro- 
priations in Mexico two decades ago. But 
Mexico acted under law and paid for seized 
property, and hence gained respect for its 
revolutionary principles. Will Cuba do the 
same?

tion officials. The plain purpose of the federal 
registrars would be to facilitate the voting in 
the South of Negroes who are now kept from 
exercising the right of the ballot. 

Presumably the President’s reference to the 
“constructive recommendations,” in his State 
of the Union message, included that for fed- 
eral registrars. But when he was asked a 
question about this at his press conference, 
he raised a constitutional doubt about the

The price pact is not in writing, 
either. But the trust busters have not 
been reluctant in the past to prosecute 
on the basis of oral agreements.

In the suit 
that blocked the proposed merger of 
Bethlehem Steel Corp. and Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube Co., the. Govern- 
ment charged that independent fabri- 
cators of wire and wire rope were put 
at a competitive disadvantage because 
Bethlehem and Youngstown agreed to 
keep wire prices down. while allowing 
the price’ of basic steel, used to male 
the wire products, to go up. 

This agreement, according to tlic 
Government, put the independent wire 
fabricators in a profit squeeze because 
they had to pay more for their raw 
material while finished product prices. 
had to be kept down to meet the Beth- 
lehem-Youngstown competition. 

Similar complaints are hurled by 
smaller steel-makers against the new 
hold-the-line price agreement. The 
smaller firms, that are not bound by 
the pact, generally speaking run 
higher-cost operations. Therefore, 
these companies have a narrower 
profit-margin at current price levels 
in which to absorb the wage boosts 
granted the steelworkers union.’ If, on 
the other hand, these smaller firms 
raise their prices in the face of the 
hold-down pact, they run the risk of 
losing business td their bigger com- 
petitors. 

It seems likely the squeeze on the 
smaller steel-makers will have to be 
severe enough to at least threaten 
losses before they'll approach the 
trust busters. 

Nevertheless, the possibility re- 
mains, no matter how faint, that the 
Administration could fipd itself in the 
politically embarrassing position of 
having to defend at the polls an attack 
on an industry that's trying to do just 
what the Government asked. -

There, urged on by 
fans who crowded very close 
to the sidelines, Beading play- 
ers literally kicked the Simp- 
king out of the cup competi- 
tion. It was the foulest excuse 
for soccer the writer had seen 
in years. But the home-town 
referee, Harry Sickels, seemed 
to be more eager to see Bead- 
ling win than to enforce the 
rifles. Beadling won the game, 
5-1, and the series, 7-6, just as 
it won from Detroit Scots, 5-4, 
after a riot in which three 
players were injured and the 
referee attacked. 

Beadling, and other Pitts- 
burgh area teams, might en- 
joy far greater success on 
the national level if they 
would try playing soccer in- 
stead of turning the game 
into a free-for-all. When Kutis 
defeatea Beadling there in the 
U. S. Amateur Cup final of 
1958, there was very little foul 
play until about five minutes 
before the end. Then came 
some wild, vicious high kick- 
ing by Beadling players who 
couldn’t stand losing a game 
on their own field. Kutis 
players showed great restraint 
in refusing to retaliate. 


We Had “Choppers” 


There was a day when St. 
Louis soccer was character- 
ized by what we might: call 
unnecessary roughness. Visit- 
ing teams called it dirty soc- 
cer; It has taken a good many 
years and a good many sus- 
pensions to clean up the game 
here. 

Tom Kutis’s teams set a 
good example, The sponsor 
has. insisted on clean football, 
win or lose. Fortunately for 
him, and for the city, his team 
has been a winner. Younger 
players, down through midgets 
and atoms, have come to be- 
lieve this must be the right 
- way to play soccer; it wins 
for Kutis, it must be right. 

In the old days roughhouse 
piay won for some St. Louis 
teams, so it was accepted by 
the kids as the best method. 

Remember the riots at Ath- 
letic Park and the mob scenes 
at old Robison Field and at 
Grand and Laciede? Games at 
Fairground Park in the 1920s 
and 1930s were too often 
marred by fighting and serious 
injury and police intervention. 

There is still toa much foul- 
ing in- most games here but 
the tendency is toward better 
ball control, better position 
play and less muscle. St. Louis, 
because of the good behavior 
of its representatives in na- 
tional competition, (junior, col- 
legiate, amateur and open) is 
now regarded as the chief ex- 
ponent of clean, gentlemanly 
soccer. That’s a reputation 
hard to attain; it should be 
protected.

“We feel that we have a well- 
balanced league and are in a 
position to expand,” said Austin 
Gunsel, acting commissioner 
since Bert Bell died last fall.

Babies With Marks 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

“REGARDING BABIES being born with what doctors call 
hemangiomas: How do you go about a cure? Could a baby 
bleed to death from them? Are they cancerous? Would it be 
wise for a mother to have any more babies after this happens?” 

B.B. 
There are different varieties of hemangiomas, but they 
4come from the same cause: There is an out-of-the ordinary 
cluster of very small blood vessels (mostly capillaries, as they 
are known) close to the surface. There’s nothing new about 
this. It’s been happening for as long-as we have any medical 
records. 
Sometimes the mark is nothing more than a sort 

of “stain” on the skin, sometimes a wine color, some- 
times a strawberry color—anything from bright red to 
deep purple, in fact. We don’t know what causes them, 
any more than we know what causes moles or other 
such skin blemishes. They are not as fearsome as you 
might think at times, and they have nothing to do with 
cancer. If they are small, or located where they don’t 
show, there is no need to do anything. 


If they are on the face, for example, then the spot may be 


removed. The best-accepted method, I would say, is by sur- 
gery, which is simple enough except that extreme care must 


be taken to avoid leaving a scar which might be as unsightly 


as the original mark. So discuss the matter carefully. Many a 
hemangioma has been sufficiently toned down by cosmetics. 
It depends on the size, color and location. 

There is one type of hemangioma, very likely of the type 
you have in mind, in which the mark, instead.of being just a 
colared spot on the skin, is somewhat raised, rounded and 
spongy—in short, a large cluster of blood vessels which have 
happened to form in @ tangle at that spot. 

These, too, may be small and safely left alone. Again, if 
larger, or placed where they might be scraped or otherwise 
damaged, they can bleed quite a bit. 

In such a case, have it attended to by a physician. He may 
remove it surgically, or perhaps use some other method— 
injections, or radiation, although the latter is being avoided 
mare and more these days. 


Since these are merely surface blood vessels, and 
not arteries which carry large amounts of blood, there 
isn’t any reason to worry about “bleeding to death” al- 
though if the skin is cut or tora at that point, there may 
be quite strong bleeding until it is stopped. 

I don’t see why having one baby with a hemangioma should 
make you hesitate over having another baby; this is not what 
you'd call a dangerous condition, and just because one baby 
has one doesn’t mean that the next one will.

Rudolph Ganz, at 82, Looks Ahead in Music

CHICAGO, Jan. 14. 

ON THE EVE of his eighty- 
third birthday, Rudolph Ganz 
still is helping prove his theory 
that in music “‘yesterday’s ugli- 
ness is tomorrow’s beauty.” 

The former conductor of the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
who returns as guest conductor 
at 3 p.m. Sunday in Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House, has kept 
a pace ahead of the pack for the 
half-century plus of his promi- 
nence in the musical world. 

While others were leaning back 
to listen to the warmly-familiar 
and friendly sounds of the class- 
ics, he was shocking his audien- 
ces with the “‘modern’”’ works 
of newcomers Debussy and Rav- 
el. While most of the rest of 
America was turning to Europe 
for musical inspiration and lead- 
ership, he was plugging the 
works of native-born composers. 

And today, in his studio high 
over the shore of Lake Michi- 
gan, Ganz is composing bi-tonal 
works, letting each hand play in 
a different key. To some, he 
concedes, the dissonance may be 
harsh. But to those willing to 
listen, it tells a new story. 

A man in his 80s, world-re- 
nowned as a composer, pianist 
and conductor, might be for- 
given if he chose to look back 
and let the future take care of 
itself, But Ganz preférs to look 
the other way, toward what is 
to come. 

His appearance, even as his 
outlook, is youthful for his years. 
His bearing is vigorous and 
spirited, his face still a little 
boyish beneath the white hair, 
his step nimble. As we sat and 
talked, the cacophony of traffic 
sounds nine stories below on 
busy Michigan boulevard at dusk 
played a dim accompaniment to 
the thin threads of melody from 
nearby practice rooms. 

We were in the Chicago Mus- 
ical College of Roosevelt Uni- 
versity, in itself a stone monv- 
ment to Ganz’s eminence as a 
musician. He came here in 
1900 as instructor, left within 
a few years for the concert 
stage, and after his six-year 
engagement with the St. Louis 
Symphony, returned to the 
school in 1927. Now president- 
emeritus, he was honored on 


from admirers throughout the 
world. It was then renamed 
the Rudolph Ganz Recital 
Hall. 

Lining the walls of his studio 
were photographs of great 
artists, affectionately auto- 
graphed. The desk and chairs 
were dwarfed by the two con- 
cert grand pianos which filled 
most of the space. During the, 
interview, he jumped to his feet 
to illustrate a point with a mea- 
sure or two of music, played 
with strong fingers toughened by 
three-quarters of a century at 
the keyboatd. 

Three or four generations of 
ancestors in his native Switzer- 
land had been musicians before 
him. His lullabies in his Zurich 
home were the four-handed com- 
positions played on two pianos 
by his music-loving parents. 
Within a few years he was trying 
to push one or the other off the 
piano bench so he could take 
over. 

One brother was concertmas- 


a cellist, then switched to piano 
and first appeared in public re- 
cital at 12. He studied with the 


great teachers of middie Europe,

and was piano soloist with the 
Orchestra of 
Lausanne at 17. 

His eyes twinkled. 

“I like to say I made my 
debut back in the nineteenth 
century,” he said. ‘‘Actually, it 
was just before the twentieth, 
on Dec. 11, 1899, with the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra.”’ 

His fine performances gained 
him the nickname, ‘‘young Sieg- 


fried of the piano.” Within a few — 


months he was lured to Chicago 
by Dr. Florenz Ziegfeld, father 
of the celebrated showman, who 
had established the Chicago Mu- 
sical College. And here, -with a 
few interruptions for concert 
tours and orchestral engage- 
ments, Ganz has remained. 

St. Louis, where he directed 
the Symphony Orchestra from 
1921 to 1927, is his “real home” 
he said. That is where the roots 
go deep, nourished in part by 
the memory of his visit to the 
Federal Building in 1925 to be- 
come an American citizen. 

“It is not hard for a Swiss to 
become an Américan,”’ he said, 
his voice still carrying the ling- 
ering overtones of his European 
heritage. “‘Free man is free man. 
I was sick and tired of saying, 
‘Let us sing OUR national an- 
them’.”’ 

His first wife, the former Mary 
Forrest who died in 1956, was 
an American artist as is his 
second wife. Ganz and Mrs. Esth- 
er LaBerge, a mezzo-soprano 
and professor in the voice de- 
partment of the college, were 
married three weeks ago. 

“Someone asked me,” he said 
with a smile, “if I always mar- 
ried everyone who sang my 
songs.” 

Ardently pro-American from 
his first days in this country, 
he quickly recognized the con- 
tributions and talents of native- 
born artists. During his six- 
year stay in St. Louis he mixed 
the works of 56 American com- 
posers with the traditional 
classics. 


But he would not accept the 
new for its own sake alone, nor 


would he deny the need for a’ 


sturdy foundation on which to 
build. 


“No one is really progressive 
who does not respect the past,” 
he said. ‘“‘The new does not re- 
place the good of the old. It 
adds to it. 


“But there is nothing on this 
earth that is not beautiful to 
someone. 


“I must agree with Voltaire,” 
he said with a laugh. ‘He be- 
lieved that ‘to the toad, the she- 
toad is beautiful.’ Everything is 
relative.” 

Writing for the future, he has 
created what he terms “‘jet tem- 
po” and “Sputnik tempo” in 
musical composition. 

“The music of the future will 
not be like we know it today,” 
he said. “It may be simple or 
complex. We don’t know. But 
remember, the world goes in 
cycles, not in a straight line.” 

And the shape of tomorrow’s 
world, he believes, may well be 
tempered and molded by music 
and musicians. 

“Music is one of the strongest 
forces of education. It is teach- 
ing us two elements we need in 
all of life—discipline in prepar- 
ing, imagination in performing. 

“America today is assuming a 
global responsibility even though 
we are a young nation. Where 
the American dollar has failed 
to bring our way of life to other 
people, American culture is suc- 


ceeding. 
“That is what I call a peaceful 


invasion of American culture.” 


Never one to fear the stigma 
of being different or standing 
alone, Ganz nevertheless put up 

a lonely and a losing battle once

He grinned and his head 
bounced up and down as he re- 
lived the moment and recalled 
how he cued in the ooompah- 
ooompah-oompah of the home- 
made horn. 

Today, he appears frequently 
on radio and has a 30-minute 
weekly television show. 

To prove his willingness to ac- 
cept the inevitable, he jestingly 
offered his own brand of com- 
mercial in return for the spon- 
sor’s contribution to the college 
on a recent program at famed 
Ravinia Park. 

“It was sponsored by Brown 
Berry Oven Bread,” he said, 
“and I told them I would say 
that whereas I formerly was loy- 
al to the three Bs—Bach, Beetho- 
ven and Brahms—I now could 
add another three Bs—Brown 
Berry Oven Bread, But they 
wouldn’t let me say it.” 

He waged another losing bat- 
tle in his efforts to persuade a 
Chicago committee to present
